He  is  known  to  be  proficient  in  Natural  Science,  which  has  led  to  his  having  been  requested  by 
his  Colleagues  to  undertake  the  part  of  Examiner  in  Botany,  the  duties  of  which  office  he  has  discharged,  in 
addition  to  those  connected  with  his  own  department,  also  without  remuneration,  and  most  efficiently. 


We  may  farther  observe,  that  from  the  circumstance  of  Dr.  Ogilvie  being  an  Alumnus  and  a 
Graduate  in  Arts  of  this  University,  and  having  also,  at  the  time  of  his  graduation,  taken  the  highest  place  in 
the  Order  of  Merit,  we  have  the  fullest  assurance  of  his  continuing  to  devote  his  best  energies  to  its  service, 
should  he  become  permanently  connected  with  it,  by  his  appointment  to  the  Chair  in  question.
